the opening session of the house to-day 
Cooper, chairman of the Committee on 


Insular Affaire, asked unanimous consent 
for the consideration of the Foraker reso- 
lution -to provide for the coirtinuation 
in office of the present military adminis- 
tion in .Porto Rico psnding the appoint- 
ment of civil officers under the civil gov- 
ernment act. The resolutions carried two 
amendments placed upon it by die com- 
mrttcc, one providing tlmt franchises bo 
approved by the president, another plac- 
ing curtain restrictions upon charter.-, 
corporations, etc.

Experiments show that 
when soy beans were fed with com or 
Kafflr corn for fattening hogs n. saving 
was made in the amount of feed need- 
ed to make 100 pounds of gain of 13, 
24, 81, 33 and 37 per cent the amount 
ya'rylng in different experiments.
